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Golf course OK'd 



4 on counci 
agree with 
citizens who 
argue 'No'

City Council has taken up its o^ 
tion with the Williams Holding 
Corporation by agreeing to spend 
$1,851,200 for the purchase of land 
and the construction of a golf 
course on West Neck Road. 

The major objection to the pro- 
ject was the use of general obliga- 
tion charter bonds rather than rev- 
enue bonds to fmance the project 

Mayor Meyera Obemdorf said 
that she would have no problem 
supporting the project if revenue 
bonds were the source of financing 
so that revenues from the course 
alone would have to pay the debt. 
Charter bonds carry the full faith of 
the city behind them and any short- 
fall in revenues would have to be 
made up from the general fund. 

Members of the majority that ap- 
proved the transaction — the vote 
was 7-4 — maintained that the 
charter bond route would be cheaper 
because of the lower interest rates 
for general obligation bonds. 

Councilmember John D. Moss 
supported the mayor. He pointed 
out that any additional cost from 
revenue bonds would not be paid by 
the city's taxpayers, but by the user 
• fees on the golf course. He said that 
the only reason the city would use 
charter bonds was to save the devel- 
oper any possible risk. He said he 
would rather see charter bonds used 
for schooling and the Marine 
Science Museum addition. 

Voting against the land purchase 
and related expenditure were 
Oberndorf, Moss and

The 290.82 acres will be 
purchased for $1,306,416; the city 
will pay 50 percent of the shared 
costs for the infrastructure im- 
provements including internal 
loads, sewer utilities and improve- 
ments to Seaboard Road 
($484,000). and the city will pay 
$60,784 for other costs including 
preliminary design and survey 
woric. title search, closing costs and 
ptapcny acquisition for realignment 
and improvements to Seaboard 
Road. 

The $1,851,200 will be trans- 
ferred from various sources in the 
Capital Budget including $99,378 
for the Scenic Waterways 
Improvement Project; $270,000 
within the Water and Sewer Capital 
Projects Fund, and $1,481,822 in 
general appropriation funds from 
the Oceanfront Connector Park 
Project. 

Debt financing on the charter 
bond funding is expected to be paid 
from Tourism Growth Investment 
Fund (TGIF) revenues. The TGIF 
Fund is to be paid back through 
revenues generated by the golf 
course which are estimated to be 
$150,000 annually. The cost of 
constructing the course is estimated 
at another $5 million. 

The course could be developed 
through a public-private partnership 
or it could be developed by the city 
through the standard construction 
procedure. 

Under a public -private partner- 
ship, the city would lease the prop- 
erty to a private concern which 
would build and cfierate the course. 

Parks and Recreation Director 
Susan Walston said that to recover 
the investment, greens fees would 
have to be set at $28 to $30 and 
under either option the revenues in 
the early years would not be avail- 
able to pay tbe-debL

Colony. opp(»es the purchase. He 
said that it was wrong to proceed 
with a plan that provides for a city- 
owned and opcmcd golf course 
witfiout validating the need. He said 
that 30 golf courses are located 
within 45 minutes driving time, of 
which 12 are in Virginia Beach. 

He said that competition for play 
is so keen that pressure has been 
placed on Parks and Recreation to 
increase prices on the public 
courses so that the private courses 
could compete more fairly. As a re- 
sult, he said, the public courses 
have lost customers. 

He said that originally the public 
had been told that the project would 
require no property taxes, that it 
would be funded with golf fees. 
With Ave public courses (including 
the West Neck course) in the 
Ent^rise Fund, he asked how is 
the fund going to opiate? 

Warren King, representing the 
4iandicapped community, pointed 
out that just two weeks ago the dis- 
abled citizens were told that the city 
did not have the money to comply 
with the Americans With 
Disabilities Act. In light of this, he 
said, he finds the golf course project 
irresponsible. 

Lou Pace of Hunt Club Forest, 
who also objected to the transac- 
tion, said that he didn't "think 
you're elected officials, but a board 
of directors for a development com- 
pany." 

Vice Mayor William D. Sessoms 
Jr. said that the course will be de- 
signed to enhance the environment 
and will create an incentive to build 
more. 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne said that the city's golf 
courses are making money and are 
self-sufficient. He said, however, 
that he wanted residents to get a 
break on greens fees.

Cyclists brave weather for shelters

"I need to gel out," was a cry 
heard from as far away as SaiKlia 
Arabia at the Portsmouth Help 
and Emergency Response 
(HER.) shelter for domestic vio- 
lence. 

A military wife of an Amwi- 
can serviceman needed help get- 
ling away from her abuave hus- 
band and called in. 

Three days later at 1a.m. Sue 



Siglcr, executive director of the 
shelto^, was at the Norfolk Air- 
port to pick up the woman and 
her three chUdren. 

This is not an luifamiliar story 
to Siglcr who runs the 
Portsmouth shelter for survivors 
of domestic violence. At the shel- 
ter 450 people a year, 200 
women and 250 children, are 
helped. 

Not all the women al the shel- 
ter are Portsmouth residents.

"Sometimes a woman isn't safe 
in her own area. She would be a 
prisoner, unable to go to work, 
ride the bus, or go to die st«e," 
said Sigler. 

In cases like this, a woman 
would get a referral to another 
shelter away from hw home. 

Sometimes the shelters are full 
so calls to another shelter are 
made. 

The shelter is funded by United 
Way, the cities of Portsmouth 
and Chesjqwate. and the Fredaick 
Foundation. 

They also receive donations 
from individuals, and church and 
community groups. 

Donatkxis arc down by 50 per- 
cent this year, so money is 
n^ded at the dteliers more than 
ever. 

RecenUy, the directors of five 
Tidewater shelters pooled their ef- 
fcwts to imc funds. They orga- 
nized a seven mile leisure bike 
ride around SuHfivid^e widi Little 
Island Park as the »ffltii% point 

The joint effort raised $4,W0 
which will be split among the 
five shcltCTs; Samaritan House in 
Virginia Bc^h, Help and Emer- 
gency Response (H.E.R.) in 
Pcxtanouth, Our House: Chesa- 
peake Family Shelter; plus two 
Norf(dk shetes — The Dwelling 
nace vkI TI» Havoi Family As^ 
dstaneeCeitta.

Bill and Molly Brown from 
Sandbridge ^ided "This is a 
worthwhile cause." Of course, as 
the President of Sandbrii^e Civic 
League, Brown "would like to 
encourage this kind of activity at 
Sandbrkig^." 

Soma were there few the health 
benefits of bike riding. Merry 
Bamett from King's Grant, 
viewed the event as a good way 
to get exercise. 

Yet, her companion, Ben 
Haase Grom Great Neck, di^yed 
compassim "fw Uie ladies who 
were unf(xtunate not to have had 
m easy life." 

"With this benefit we 

have really learned to work 
together, and that is more 
impoitant than any money we 
could have raised," said Karen 
Pinneo. executive director of 
community resources netw(»k 
which opemi^ 'Our House* in 
Chesi^edce, a hwneless shelter 
forfwniliK. 

b tiK pMt, tte Alters taw 
had to conqp^ tot limited re- 
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would she lie about something like 
that?" 

Schorr also knows that a woman 
without a steady job or any means 
to support herself will often return 
to an ^usive spouse. 

"We have to listen to her where 
she is," Schorr said, admitting that 
Uiis is not always easy. 

"Violence did not happen yester- 
day. «• even die day befae." Schor 
said. "It's reflective of our society. I 
think it's a learned behavior with 
many men who don't know how to 
vent their anger. 

"Just as we have learned how to 
discipline our children with time 
out instead of spanking or becom- 
ing very angry, thorc are alterna- 
tives to domestic viotence." 

The first order of busi- 
ness for a woman turning to 
Samaritan House is stfe housing. 
She then meets with a counsclw 
who will determine what issues 
need to be teaolvcd. From Uiere the 
counseled will help her deal with 
the trauma of having made the deci- 
sion to leave. 

"We tell a woman diat the day 
die decided to leave was the bravest 
day in to life," Schwr said. 



Behind the scenes a housing spe- 
cialist works to find affordable 
housing for die woman. A woman 
will then pay 30 percent of her in- 
come to Samaritan House as "rent" 
in an effort to defray part of Uie 
cosu of housing her, and to help 
h» become accustomed to paying 
roil and siq)p(Hling herself. 

"It's not a free ride." Schwr em- 
phasized. 

The reasons a woman chooses to 
return to an abusive situation are 
complex and as individual as the 
woman herself. 

Sue Sigler. director of HER 
Shelta in Portsmouth, a shelter for 
battered women explained that in 
many cases the decision lo leave 
puts a woman in more peril than 
staying in the relationship and tak- 
ing the verbal and physical abuse. 

"One of the critical reasons for 
safe shelter is that many wcnnen are 
not safe leaving the relaticmship." 
Sigler Slated. 

"When a man says 'if I can't have 
you. nobody can have you.' he is 
telling her he will kill her if she 
tries to leave."

Bunker Hill, Antietam, San Juan Hill, Verdun, Normandy, 
Pork Chop Hill, Beirut: places on the map. But they all have 
something in common — American men and women died in 
those locations defending their nation and its ideals. 

In these and many other locations around the globe, 
hundreds of thousands made the ultimate sacrifice — giving 
up their lives. Many more gave up arms, legs, eyes, even their 
sanity in the line of duty. Millions managed to escape battles 
unscathed; yet, they too, sacrificed part of their lives for home 
and family. 

Monuments have 
been erected to honor 
the memory of the men 
and women of the Rev- 
olutionary War, Civil 
War, Spanish-Amer- 
ican War, World War 
I, World War II, 
Korean War and Viet- 
nam War.

TRT not doing enough for region's handicapped residents 



Editor 

There are 750,000 Virginians with disabilities, a 
large portion of which reside in the city of 
Chesapeake. Persons with disabilities, while they are 
taxpayers, are among the "fOTgotten" in our commu- 
nities. 

I am the parent of a son who is physically chal- 
lenged as a result of an automobile accident in which 
he sustained a head injury. He is wheelchair bound. 

Many persons with disabilities, like my son, 
depend on Tidewat» Regional Transit (Handi-Ride) to 
transport them to church, school, doctors 
appointments, therapy, and for various social and 
recreational activities. If they live in the "Optional 
Service Area," which is defined as three-quarters of a 
mile on each side of a flxed bus route they are 
restricted as to time and days in which they can travel. 

Most of Chesapeake is in the "Optional Service 
Area." There is no bus service after 7 p.m. on wedc- 
days, and none on the weekrads and holidays. 

As a result, persons with disabilities, and the el- 
derly as well who are users of Handi-Ride, are being 
denied the right to attend church on Sunday, or to par- 
ticipate in any activities after 7 p.m. My son attends 
ODU in the evening. Handi-Ride will transport him 
thac, but will not bring him back home. 

Last semester he had to drop out in mid-term be- 
cause of this. In addition Handi-Ride van drivo^ have 
been instructed to provide only curb to curb service. 
"Curb to curb" means just that. The passenger is dis- 
embarked from the van. They are not assisted to the 
door of their destination. 

As in the case of my son, he was once left in a 
paricing lot and just recently at the foot of a long 
ramp leading to the entrance of ODU. He has some 
right-sided weakness, and is unaUe to maneuver his 
chair without some help. We cannot afford a motor- 
ized wheelchair. 

The purpose of The American With Disabilities 
Act which was signed into law by President Bush was 
to provide accessibility to persons with disabilities, 
in an effort to enable them to become a more integral 



part of their communities. 

The Executive Director at Tidewater Regional 
Transit has chosen to use some portions of the 
Federal Regulations to do less, not more, for persons 
with disabilities, and has manipulated it in such a 
way as to say TRT is in compliance with the ADA. 
James Echols, executive director of TRT is not sym- 
pathetic to the needs of the elderly or persons who are 
physically challenged. 

Our vice mayor, John W. Butt, represents the city 
of Chesapeake on The Tidewater Transportation 
District Commission. I have written to him person- 
ally in the past regarding our transportation situation, 
and the attitude of Mr. Echols in regard to resolving 
problems. To date I have not even received the cour- 
tesy of an acknowledgement of that corre^ndence 
from Mr. Butt. 

I noted in your newspaper that Vice Mayor Butt has 
been appointed to the Commonwealth of Virginia 
Senate Advisory Committee to the SJR 240 
Transportation study, and that in addition he serves on 
other committees involving transportation issues. Yet 
he has allowed discrimination toward the community 
of persons with disabilities to prevail in his own 
backyard without addressing it, and responding to the 
concerns of those involved. Is Vice Mayor Butt sit- 
ting on his "butt" or what? 

Persons with disabilities do not want pity, hand- 
outs or special treatment. Disabilities know no preju- 
dice, its population consists of young, old, all races, 
creeds and religions. We will all become old and pos- 
sibly suffer some disability one day. 

The population of Chesapeake is growing, we must 
change with the times. Citizens in this country are 
disturbed about other countries holding Americans as 
hostages. The fact is we are promoting the same 
thing when we deny freedom of movement and aUen- 
ation from their communities to our disabled popula- 
tion!

tions for the program from Jan. 2 
through April 30. Senior homeowners 
must apply for the tax freeze annu- 
aUy. 

The department will provide mwe 
detailed information in upcoming 
wedcs for p^^ns who may qualify. 

Statistics show that senior citizens 
require the expenditure of fewer tax 
dollars on government services — 
such as education, corrections and 
welfare — than any other segn^nt of 
the population. 

Many Portsmouth residents join 
me in my desire to assist senior citi- 
zens so that they can afford to live in 
their own homes and continue to be a 
stable sector of this community. 

It is my hope that this tax freeze 
will provide senior homeowners with 
an ^ded sense of security and be a 
constant reminder that this city really 
cares about its citizens.

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Exciting plans are being flnalized 
at the Virginia Marine ScieiK% Mu- 
slim XVMSM). Sometimes next 
spring, a groundbreaking ceremony 
will herald the start of an expansi(m 
that will turn 
this facility 
into one of the 
top 10 science 
centers in the 
United States. 
Since it 
opened in 
1986. the 
VMSM has 
been one of the 
highest-at- 
tended muse- 
ums in Vir- 
ginia. More 
than 2.S mil- 
lion visitors, 
residents and 
schoolchildren 
■ have toured 

VMSM for a close-up look at the 
unique world of Virginia's marine 
environment. 

Today, VMSM is preparing to 
embaric on an ambitious $35 million 
expansion plan. In consideration of 
this decision to expand, VMSM offi- 
cials looked at three important fac- 
tors. 

First, VMSM has a proven track 
record as an educational institution 
that is filling an important niche in 
both the local community and the 
state. Last year, mofe than 70,000 
school children either visited the 
museum on Held trips, or the mu- 
seum came to their schools with its 
Chesapeake Bay Mobile Marine Lab. 
Also, the museum's location near 
the Virginia Beach oceanfront has 
enhanced tourism by providing a key 
point of interest for visitors. The at- 
tention and visitation generated by a 
world-class museum will translate 
into important economic gains for 
not only Virginia Beach, but for the 
entire Hampton Roads region. 

The museum expansion will en- 
hance the quality of life for Virginia 
residents by offering them an excit- 
ing educational adventure. The ex- 
pansion will also mean additional 
protection to the environmentally- 
sensitive Owls Credc Salt Marsh, the 



la^ gr^t »lt marsh with direct ac- 
cess to ifae Atlantic Ocean. 

One of the main attractions in the 
expanded facility wiU be a 300.000- 
gallon ocean aquarium featuring the 
offshore NOTfoIk Canyon, a deep- 
water depression about 60 miles off 
the Virginia coast. This large 
aquarium will be home to sharks, sea 
turttes, large schooling fi^ and other 
cieatuies of the deep. Another new 
fuuuie will be a sU-slory IMAX the- 
ater, with seating for 300 and the 
largest viewing screen an the East 
Coast where visitors will be treated 
to films about nature and marine life. 

Alsoasqxiratebuildingto the south 
of the existing fuality will focus on 
the Owls Credc Salt Marsh with a 
river otter habitat, an outdoor shore- 
bird aviary and larger-than-life ex- 
hibits on the fiddler crabs, mollusks, 
insects and otho' creatures that live in 
the marsh. In addition, the current 
salt marsh walk will be expanded 
withaseriesof trails, boardwalks and 
viewing platforms. 

The new museum will also include 
expanded classroom areas and a caf- 
eteria for visitors. For a more detailed 
look at the expansion plans, visit the 
VMSM soon and look at models on 
di^Iay there. These models help bring 
the expansion plans to life and will 
certainly provide a sense of excite- 
ment and anticipation. 

When completed in 1996, the ex- 
pansion will almost triple the size of 
the facility, add more than 30 acres of 
land and more than double the avail- 
able parking. Architectural design is 
in the final stages. As with the origi- 
nal construction of the museum, this 
expansion will be funded through a 
partnership of public and private 
sources. 

Virginia Beach rcsidoits have sup- 
ported the VMSM since its incep- 
tion, and this support will be even 
impcHlant during the expansion. As 
we draw nearer to the start of con- 
struction, watch for more details on 
one of the most thrilling projects to 
ever take place in our community.

Continued From Paga 1 
sources which, according to Pin- 
neo, created a competitive air. 

The money raised from the 
benefit will be used to pay the 
utility bills at the Chesapeake 
house, help defray the costs of 
the programs at the shelter, and 
to help their people And perma- 
nent housing. 

"Many of the women at the 
shelter iukve fallen on hard times. 
They don't have jobs, or their 
husbands have left," smd Pinneo. 

About 8S pm:ent of the people 
they help are young women with 
children, said Pinneo. "Some of 
the women are trying to work or 
go to school but can't get ahead. 
They do not have education. 
Hopefully, we can push them in 
the right direction." 

Since 'Our House' is a shelter 
for homeless families, according 
to Pinneo, "We are not equipped 
to help the battered women, so 
we send them to the Portsmouth 
sheltCT." 

The stay at 'Our House' is 
temporary with 30 days being 
the maximum time limit. The 
goal is to get the people into 
permanent housing and to con- 
tinue to work with them. 

"We try to keep in touch with 
them after they leave, and ask 
them to keep their addresses on 
our files current," explained Pin- 
neo. 

Each year they have a Christ- 
mas party complete with turkey 
dinner, all the trimmings, and a 
Santa Claus to pass out gifts to 
the children. "It's nice to hear the 
success stories from those who 
have made it" 



The Cycle for Shelters fund 
raising event was good for raising 
the level of awareness according 
to Pinneo. "There are a lot of 
people who do not even know 
that we have a shelter in Chesa- 
peake." 

Although some people do call 
the shelter directly, many of the 
shelter's residents have been re- 
fored through the Social Services 
DepatUnent 

The cold weather did not deter 
the enthusiasm of the volunteers. 
There was a tremendous vdunteer 
response according to Sigler. "It 
was really heartwarming. We bad 
so many volunteers that we actu- 
ally had to turn people away be- 
cause we couldn't use every- 
body." 

"I think the community really 
came together to help homeless 
families and battered women and 
children," declared Rebecca Brad- 
shaw, coordinator of the event 
and case manager at the 
Samaritan House. "There was a 
spirit of goodwill and everyone 
enjoyed themselves. 

"Shelter work can be very 
lonely and difficult. You are 
working with problems that are 
not easily resolved. 

"This event allowed the volun- 
teers to meet one another, and 
talk about things face to face. It 
was wonderful. 

"This was the first year we 
were able to do this and I hope It 
will be the first of many." 

Next year, the directors of the 
shelters are considering moving 
the date for the benefit ride up to 
September, and possibly to a dif- 
ferent location.

without reprioritizing, but addi- 
tional charter bonds could be avail- 
able by reprioritizing. Among the 
less urgent projects with funding 
from 1994 or earlier charter bonds 
Moss listed are Centerville 
Turnpike Phase IB, $1 million;

If the door docs not reverse, 
the force is excessive and needs ad- 
justing. A <]ualificd technician 
should be caikd to adjust, repair and 
r^bKx; any garage (kxy parts. 

O Periodically test the balance of 
your door. Start with the door. Start 
with the door closed. Disconnect 
the garage door opener release 
mechanism so you can operate the 
door by hand. You should be able 
to lift the door smoothly and with 
little resistance. It should stay open 
around three to four feet above the 
floor. If it does not, it is out of bal- 
ance. Have it adjusted by a profes- 
sional. 

O Look at the garage door 
springs, cables, rollers, pulleys and 
other door hardware for signs of 
wear each month. Rollers and 
hinges of a garage door require peri- 
odic lubrication. Use a spray sili- 
cone or lightweight household oil.

Residents ask 
council for funds 
to rectify area's 
health hazards

Sandbridge property owners and 
the attorney representing the 
Sandbridge Sewer Line Committee 
have asked City Council to put the 
$16.8 million Sandbridge sev/et 
project back in the Capital 
Improvement Program (CIP) be- 
cause of public health and environ- 
mental issues. 

Most of the speakers at the pub- 
lic hearing on the CIP Tuesday, 
however, insisted they were asking 
only for fairness, to be treated like 
every other area of the city. 

City Manager James K. Spore 
had the project removed from the 



IHoposed six-year pn^ram becaise, 
he said, he could not recommend 
sewer for Sandbridge after council 
rejected the siuid rq)ienishment pro- 
gram tor the beach there. 

Councilmembers appeased not to 
oppose extending sewer to the ex- 
isting residents — but to providing 
sewer lines that could then be used 
for more intense density develop- 
ments, such as hotels and apartment 
houses. 

Hie area, which is served by ini- 
vate septic tanks, has been classi- 
fied as a Class A health hazard, by 
the Health Department, the worst 
rating along with 1 1 other commu- 
nities which are in the CIP for 
sewer. The Sandbridge cost-per-lot 
for sewer is actually among the 
lower at $11,797. The other lot 
costs range from $8,429 for 
Grayson/Bonney Road to $35,000 
for Stumpy Lake Lane. 

The projects are priaitized oi the 
basis of the Health Department 
classification and the request of the 
property owners for sewer. Fifty- 
one percent are needed to qualify. 



R.J. Nutter, the attorney repre- 
senting the Sandbridge Sewer Line 
Committee, said sewer for 
Sandbridge has been approved con- 
sistently since 1990. Because of the 
negative vote on sand replenish- 
ment, he said, the staff assumed 
that the sewer project should be re- 
moved. Nutter noted Sandbridge is 
the only neighborhood in tl« city 
with a 51 -percent vote for scwct and 
a Class A rating that is being con- 
sidered for removal from the CIP. 

"Sandbridge, right or wrong, is 
there," Nutter said. "And I'm not 
sure any neighborhood in the city 
could survive the scrutiny (given 
Sandbridge)." 

He said that sewer was needed to 
protect groundwater and the envi- 
ronment. 

Other property owners objected to 
being treated differently from otho- 
citizens in the city and were con- 
cerned about the possible loss in 
real estate values. 

At an earlier work session. 

Public Utilities Director Clarence 



Wamstaff said that the staff w5&lB 
consido' various alternatives. Some 
of which were suggested last wedt 
by councilmembers. Moss asked 
that research incliKle a system sav- 
ing only existing lot structures. 

Councilmember Linwood Branch 
said he didn't know council could 
control development, adding one 
propCTty owner already has permis- 
sion to develop commercial ptop- 
erty with a septic tank system. 
With sewer he may get a few more 
units. 

The B-4 zoned property is al- 
lowed approximately 100 hotel 
units based on lot size, but only 60 
units could be developed using a 
septic system. A public sanitary 
sewer system would be designed to 
serve all 100 units. 

To fund all the 41 neighborhood 
sewer projects in the CIP, sewer 
rates would have to be increased 
$.16 a month. Over the 1998-2000 
year period, Wamstaff said the rates 
will have to be adjusted by $2.29 a 
month, including 78 cents to serve 
Sandbridge.

"Please understand that out of 99 
pieces of press, 101 of them are 
bad," stated Norman Gladden.

A trip to the public shooting 
range on Marvin' Road in Virginia 
Beach confirmed that Gladden is not 
the only one skittish about reveal- 
ing his hobby or his love for guns. 

"I don't want to be rude," an emj' 
ployee said. "But I cannot t^ to 
you." 

Gun enthusiasts who come into 
the shop offered bits and pieces of 
information about their love for 



shooting. They decUned to be intsr- 
viewed, although they clearly 
wished to explain their side of a po- 
litical controversy that has affected 
most of them. 

A soft-eyed Navy man who has 
won numerous awards for his 
markmanship explained that some 
military commands frown on partic- 
ipation in gun tournaments. 

'They think tfyon're^ h w i ii g a 
gun' you are probably not focused 
on your work, or you're unt)alanced 
or something," the marksman said. 

The shooting range is clean, has 
strict rules and is well maintained. 
Although it has been open for 
nearly six years, many shooters are 
not aware of its existeiKe. 

"I get calls sometimes as soon as 
we open," one employee said. 
"They want to know where we are 
because they have never heard of 
us." 

Gladden is proud of his outdoor 
shooting range. Occasionally A&P 
Arms will sponsor a tournament, 
although Gladden was quick to say 
that most patrons just want to rent 
time on the range and shoot with- 
out competing against each oth«-.

A better-than-expected economy 
and government economics make 
the city's outlook for the next five 
yean look good. 

While last year's five-year fore- 
cast saw a $25.5 million deficit fm 
fiscal year 1994-95 and a $74 mil- 
lion deficit over the five-year fore- 
cast period, the city expects a $1 
million surplus for the first year of 
the 1995-1999 five-year forecast re- 
leased at a City Council work ses- 
sion Tuesday. 

The major concerns, said E. Dean 
Block, director of management and 
budget, are water andwhat the 
BRAC (Base Realignment and 
Closure) Commission will do in 
1995. Virginia Beach, however, has 
not felt the impact of government 
cutbacks and has actually managed 
to replace lost government jobs 
widi new jobs, although they may 
not be at the pay level of the lost 
jobs. 

Block said that the city continues 
to be a low-tax, low-cost provider 
of high quality service in compari- 
son to other communities in 
Virginia. 

The fetors making it possible to 
erase the deficit are higher revenues 
— $9.2 million or 1.5 percent 
greater than had been anticipated be- 
cause the economy improved faster 
than expected — and a better than 
average tourist season and lower 
school forecast Enrollment was 



calculated downward in 1994-95 
from 78,147 to 77,960 and the per 
pupil cost from $4,589 to $4,325. 
As a result, school operations fund- 
ing was reduced by $17.3 million 
in 1994-95, accounting for 65 per- 
coit of the savings. 

Althou^ this year's pict- 
ure is much more positive. Block 
said there are threats on the horizon. 

To combat these threats, the fore- 
cast rcp«t recommends: 

■ Providing the staff director by 
December the amount of the local 
revenue that will be transferred to 
the school system exchisive of the 

■ Stressing the imp(»tance of 
full education funding by the state, 
including funding for any new ini- 
tiatives or mandates through the 
city's legislative package or any 
other revenue avenues avaiM)te. 

■ Retaining all current revenue 
sources which support city and 
school q)erations and the Capital 
Improvement Program (CIP). 

■ Recognizing and supporting 
the need for general government fee 
^justments. 

■ Adopting a policy of not sup- 
planting state or federal revenues 
with local revenues if either or both 
^ould reduce their support for local 
school or city programs. 

■ Urging the school system to 
p(»tpone consideration of further 
(^oating or capital {sogram initia- 
tives service tevel imreas^ or other 



upgrades beyoml the 1993-94 fiscal 
year Capital Budget until after the 
decision of the 1995 BRAC 
Commission. 

■ Supporting the city manager 
in postponing changes in city de- 
partment programs until the 1995 
BRAC decisions. 

Councilmember John D. Moss 
remarked he had yet to see council 
not compensate for defects in state 
funding. He also said council's 
highest priority should be to elimi- 
nate tax increases. He noted the 
forecast document was true, but it 
was also true that a competitive en- 
vironment is out there. 

Councilmember Linwood Branch 
said he was pleasantly surprised to 
see the $24 million deficit move to 
zero. He said economic develop- 
ment opportunities made up $6 
millim of the increase and asked 
how the city would go about get- 
ting out the message that "we're 
open tot business." 

For the fasi time, said Block, the 
city may, within the forecast pe- 
riod, see a recession in growth. A 
few years ago, the city looked for a 
5 to 7-percent growth in costs, but 
not now. 

But, while the revenues are grow- 
ing at a much slower rate, he said, 
the demand for services is increas- 
ing — on a pro rata basis. 

For instance, public assistance 
cases such as Aid to Dependent 
Children nearly doubled and library 
book borrowing increased by 35 



percait during the 1990-93 period. 

Virginia Beach also spends nuxe 
on education than either Norfolk or 
Henrico (per capita) and is nearly 
equal to the state average for all 
cities. 

The city has shifted resources to 
the school system in both the oper- 
ating and capital piograms budgets 
so that the school system receives 
the equivalent of 84 cents of every 
one dollar collected in real estate 
taxes from Virginia Beach citizens. 
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The Virginia Beach City 
Council passed a city ordi- 
nance effective July 1 , requir- 
ing all cats, over the age of 4 
months, to have a city license 
just as dogs have been re- 
quired in the past. 

Due to unforeseen prob- 
lems the licenses were not 
available July 1. These li- 
censes fordogs and cats may 
be purchased at any City 
Treasurer office or at the Ani- 
mal Control Kennels on 
LeRoy Dme. 

The cost is the same for 
cats and dogs, $2 if the ani- 
mal Is spayed or neutered, or 
$10 if not.

Dreams are rekindled with lielp of learning center 

Drop-outs find out they can have a future

With only nine credits left to 
graduate, Nancy Carrera made a de- 
cision six years ago to leave 
Granby High School. During her 
time away, while married and rais- 
ing a s(»i, Carrera regretted her de- 
cision to quit school early and was 
determined to some day continue 
her education. 

Carrera made that choice re- 
cently. Looking ahead to Tidewater 
Community College next spring, 
she set a career goal to become a 
respiratory therqiist So, for the 
last two months she has tabbed her 
binders and sharpened het pencils, 
having re-acquainted herself with 
textbooks, homework, and pop 
quizzes. 

"A k)t of my friends felt certain I 
could do it," Cffirera said, explain- 
ing her decision to return to school.

the city. 

ABE, or Basic Skills classes, 
are for people who haven't finished 
high school and who are perfuming 
below tenth grade ability in reading, 
math, and language. The classes 
are free, and there are six locations 
and 21 isacbers (xi staff. 

General Education Development 
(GED) classes are for people who 
haven't finished high school, and 
who are performing at or above 
tenth grsde ability in the above 
three areas. Tliere is a tuition for 
the GED class. 

"I'll be the first to tell you that it 
has been difficult, but Tm deter- 
mined to succ(^ in this course aM 
also manage time fw my child." 
Canoasaid. 

"This time around though, as the 
lessons come back to me I think 
that I'm absorbing them better. In 
high school, it seemed as if I was 
in a riish to get through it. Plus, 
with my dad in the Navy. I nraved 
ffii»iral to several difToioit sc^oote." 

Nancy's tocher, Jdm Wd»field, 
has b^n involved with the ABE 
pn^^un for five years. Wi^fidd 
comes to the Adult Learning Coito' 
from Kemps Landing Middle 
School, where he toxhes the sixth 
grade. 

"In teaching an ABE class you 



find a different kind of student," 
Wakefield said. "They're motivated, 
more mature, and more responsible. 
Most have day jobs, so by coming 
here at night they are serious in 
their effoits to learn. 

"For many students it's more dif- 
ficult I've had sixne in my class 
for two years because they just 
couldn't gra^'one subject. mA that 
subject prevents diem from acquir- 
ing dteir GED. Fwtunately, they're 
still working towards that goal." 

Students at the center are 
first tested for a particular level, be- 
tween 1 and 4, with 4 being the 
most advanced, to (tetornine where 
they're going to be pli^^. Level 
one is fw students who reffil at a 
first OT Kcond ^ade pace. These 
sui^nts lend to stay a little longer 
in the tower levels than do the ou- 
dents in the higl^' ones. 

W^ef»ld teiK^hes Nancy Cmera 
in level four. He said that of the 
^u(toits he has ought who itapp^ 
out of school between pad« 9-12, 
more than 35 percent get their 
GED. 

"They're here, and I Imow that 
they're giving up their precious 
time to m^e this sacrifke. I try lo 
form a pesmal rcltfionship with as 
many students as possible, then 
push them s fir as I can as qukkly 
u I can, and they r^c^ize that 



Some get a little frustrated when 
they dwik I'm going too fast but I 
just slow down." 

When asked about his most 
common problem, Wakefield didn't 
hesitate. "Absenteeism. Some- 
times it's pnwnal, other times it's 
job related." 

Working together with Wa- 
kefield at the cento' is Bonnie Miz- 
enko, who for the past 14 years has 
been the coordinating teacher for 
ABE md GED. Mizenko registo^. 
then places stwlents in their classes, 
and also counsels them when 
necessaiy.

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Toys: Not just fun and games 

Even though Thanksgiving dinner has yet to grace the 
table, and there is still Halloween candy in the bowl, retailers 
continue moving Christmas ever closer to a year-round holi- 
day. Already the toys are on display shelves at stores 
throughout Hampton Roads. 

Toys might seem the picture of harmless fun, but they can 
also be quite dangerous. The Consumer Product Safety 
Commission estimates that more than 106,000 children under 
the age of 15 are injured by toys each year. 

Lacerations, contusions and abrasions arc the lai^est group 
of injuries, followed by chokings. Riding toys, such as tricy- 
cles, rocking horses and wagons, are associated with more 
injuries treated in emergency rooms than any other toys. 

Be smart when you buy toys, and later when you supervise 
toy usage, care and storage. These rips from the National 
Safety Council can help keep your youngsters safe diiring the 
holiday season and throughout the year. Keep them in mind 
when deciding what Susie or Billy place on their Christmas 
wish list to Santa Claus. 

■ Choose toys appropriate for the individual youngster's 
mental, physical and social abilities. Use suggested ages on 
the product label only as a guide. 

■ Children are inquisitive, so select toys that will provide 
safe exploration. Small parts and pull conis should be firmly 
and permanently attached, so they don't become choking haz- 
ards. Metal edges should be rolled or turned in and comers 
rounded to prevent cuts. 

■ Anticipate what might happen if the toy breaks. Will it 
result in sharp points, jagged edges or small pieces that can be 
ingested? 

■ Toys for babies and very small children should be wash- 
able; big enough not to be swallowed or lodged/inserted in 
windpipes, ears or noses; light enough not to hurt if dropped 
on them; and without parts that could pinch or entrap fingers, 
toes or hair. 

■ Teach youngsters how to use each toy safely. Teach older 
children to keep their toys away form younger siblings. Even 
such seemingly harmless toys as marbles and balloons cane 
be deadly to toddlers. 

■ Check toys periodically for broken or loose parts, sharp 
edges, defective wiring and other damage. Teach children to 
bring damaged toys to you immediately. Discard or repair 
damaged toys. When repairing, be sure not to change them in 
any way that would compromise their safety. 

■ When not in use, all toys should be put away to prevent 
trips and falls. Low shelves are a good place for toys since 
children can reach them with ease. 

It may seem early to begin thinking about Christmas gift 
giving, but it is never to early to think about safety. Besides, 
Christmas is not the only time toys and games are bought, 
and these safety rules apply just as well in July as in Novem- 
ber.

National GovemOTs' Asso- 
ciation, American Federation of 
Teachers, and National Alliance 
of Business, with additional sup- 
port from the Annie E. Casey 
Foundation. It's run out of a Plut 
Avenue office in New York City 
and it can't be cheap. 

This is a tipoff to how cynical 
the power elitists are about "gras- 
sroots" dives: The postcards have 
not just the desired message but 
your name and address preprinted 
on them. 

All you have to do is K^awl 
your name, w an X. This is OBE 
in action: Just be politicaUy cor- 
rect, literacy not required. 

But here is how we can turn the 
tables. If Goals 2000 passes, we 
can demand that the Clintonites 
themselves Keep the Promise — 
the promise that all of the OBE 
plans wired into tM legislation 
will be completely voluntary, 
with no fiscal blackmail. 

Our chances of Bill Qinton's 
actually fulfilling a promise may 
be apivoximately as good as the 
Haitian boat peq)le's.

Veterans Day was celebrated this 
week in Virginia Beach and dirough- 
out the land. Seventy-flve years ago, 
at the 11th hour 
of the 11th day 
of the 11th 
month of 1918, 
World War I 
ofTicially end- 
ed. 

Through the 
years, Veterans 
Day has expe- 
rienced a ch- 
ange of names, 
even dates. It 
was Tirst called 
Armistice Day. 
When news 
reached Am- 
erica that Ger- 
many had un- 
conditionally 
surrendered, 
there was great 
^"■^^^~"~~ rejoicing. 

Impromptu parades took place 
across the nation. Church bells were 
rung and people in office buildings 
threw bits of paper on the jubilant 
marchers who had taken to the streets. 
The following year, on Nov. 11, 
1919, President Woodrow Wilson 
issued a Proclamation. "The war 
showed us the strength of great na- 
tions acting together for the high 
purposes, and the victory of arms 
foretells the enduring conquests 
which can be made in peace when 
nations act justly and furtherance of 
the common interests of man . . . 

To us in America the reflections of 
Armistic Day will be filled with sol- 
emn pride in the heroism of those 
who died in the country's service." 
On Nov. 11 1921, a flag-draped 
caisson bore the body of an unknown 
soldier from that "war to end wars" 
to its final resting place in Arlington 
National Cemetery. At 2 minutes to 
1 1 a.m. all tfaffic in thecity of Wash- 
ington came to a halt. There was a 



peiiodofsil»ice,endingwith*Ta|M." 

Then, in 1938, President Franklin 
D. Roosevelt signed a bill making 
Armistic Day a legal federal holiday, 
honoring th(»e who had fought to 
make the worid "safe for democ- 
Tdcy." This peace did not last long. 
World War II ended in 1945 and five 
years later. Communists invaded 
South Korea. 

Somehow Armistice Day had lost 
is meaning. In 1954, President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower signed into 
law a bill to change the name to 
Veterans Day to honor all men and 
women who had served in the U.S. 
Armed Services. 

The next change was in the date. 
On Jan. 1, 1971, the three-day holi- 
day bill went into effect. This Con- 
gressional Act designated the fourth 
Monday of October as Veterans Day. 
Many patriotic and veterans organi- 
zations objected and protested. On 
Nov. 11, 1978, the holiday was re- 
turned to its traditional date. 

Ten years later, on Memorial Day 
1988, the symbolic Tidewater Veter- 
ans Memorial was dedicated in our 
city, at 19th Streetand Arctic Avenue 
across from the Virginia Beach Pa- 
vilion. 

It has been the site of Veterans Day 
ceremonies for six years now, and is 
a hallowed place where We the Peq;)le 
can remember and honor those who 
have fought and died for the free- 
doms we enjoy today.

Garden club undertakes restoration of cottage garden

With spade, cultivator, and water 
hose in hand, The Princess Anne 
Garden Club has embarked on a 
fund-raising campaign to beneHt the 
deWitt Cottage garden, located at 
12th Street on the oceanfront. 

Built in 189S, and listed in the 
National Register of Historic 
Places, the deWitt Cottage survives 
as the last remaining resort area 
"beach cottage" of that era. Soon, 
it will be home to the Atlantic 
Wildfowl Heritage Center, show- 
casing local waterfowl lore through 
art, photography, sculpture, and 
carving ctemonstrations. 

"The Princess Anne Garden Club 
has undertaken the restoration of the 
deWitt Cottage grounds, including 
design, plant acquisition, and fund- 
raising, to create an old fashioned 
seaside garden," said Nancy Baillio, 
president of llw club. 

"The grounds will feature a mixed 
border of perennials and blooming 
shrubs, chosen for their seaside 
adaptability and old-fashioned 
charm." 

"The club has aheady develq)ed a 
masto' plan for the garden, deigned 
by Jean Drescher, and we anticipate 
a spring 1994 planting," said 



Katherine Campbell, the club's 
awaids chairman. "When completed, 
the ^den will include plants saved 
from the site prior to renovation." 

"We anticipate that our costs will 
exceed donations by $3,000," Bail- 
lio noted. "Ongoing fund raising 
will be provided by the garden it- 
self. As plants become overcrowded 
in the garden, they will be divided 
and potted for an annual deWitt 
Cottage Garden Plant Sale, with the 
proceeds going into future mainte- 
nance and plant acquisition. The 
lawn will offer opportunities for 
concerts, weddings, and charity cro- 
quet matches. 

"Other fund-raising ideas will in- 
clude presentations to garden clubs 
and civic leagues, plant lists to 
nurseries for 'in kind' donations, and 
donations from public-service an- 
nouncements and publicity," Baillio 
added.

School system issues new challenge

The Virginia Beach School Board 
has taken a bold and unusual — 
even risky — step that deserves the 
attention of the entire community. 
No doubt it already has the atten- 
tion of students because the board is 
challenging them to show the world 
what they know. 

The board has adopted a resolu- 
tion setting 1993-94 test score im- 
provement goals at 3 percentile 
points for standardized tests given 
in grades 4, 8 and 11, and 5 per- 
centile points on the Literacy 
Passport Test. 

Unheard of, you say? Well, 
maybe so, but the board did it any- 
way. And it should not come as a 
great surprise. The board has previ- 
ously adopted goals encouraging ac- 
countability for student perfor- 
mance. This is really a logical next 
step. 

Educators don't always agree. But 
there is close to universal agree- 
ment that high standards and high 
expectations are the keys to higher 
achievement And one of the obvi- 
ous measures of higher achievement 
is higher scores on standardized 
tests. Those are tests given at sev- 
eral diffaent grade levels which are 
scored on national norms or 
statewide criteria. 

In his address to the Convocation 
of All Employees in August, Dr. 
Sidney L. Faucette, superintendent 
of Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools, set the tone for what may 
well be Uie "initiative of the year." 
He called on principals to improve 
standardized test scores 3 to 5 per- 



centile points this school year. 

"Of all our improvement initia- 
tives, one of the most important is 
assessment," said Faucette. 
"Standardized tests, and how our 
students do on them, are going to 
remain the primary means by which 
the public judges our work. 

"I know we can do it," Faucette 
said. "It's been done at several 
schools right here in Virginia 
Beach, but not at all schools at one 
time." 

For example, College Park 
Elementary School did it last year, 
mostly by getting people excited 
about test-taking and focusing on 
getting ready for the task ahead. 
Test scores at College Park went up 
15 to 24 percentile points on the 
various tests over the previous year. 

"We didn't change the curricu- 
lum," said Principal Ron Sykes. 
"We didn't change the size of 
classes, and we didn't provide any 
different instructional materials. 
What we did was involve parents 
and our entire staff in getting them 
ready for the testing." 

For instance, parents were en- 
couraged to see to it that their chil- 
dren went to bed early the night be- 
fore a test and that they came to 
school on test day without worries, 
focused and ready to lake the test 

"We just provided the students 
appropriate guidance," said Sykes. 
"We enabled them to do their best 
— to show us what they really 
know. And it worked." 

This fall Faucette convened a 
committee of principals, assistant

principals, guidance counselors, and 
central office administrators to 
come up with a plan for carrying 
out the test score initiative. The 
committee, chaired by Carolyn 
Garrett, principal of Arrowhead 
Elementary School and Edward 
Jones, principal of Great Neck 
Middle School, will submit its re- 
source manual for test improvement 
to the rest of the principals' at a 
meeting on Nov. 18. 

"I think it provides a good start- 
ing point for us and helps us focus 
on how to go about improving 
achievement and raising lest scores. 
The booklet suggests guidelines but 
leaves room for each of us to tailor 
our plans to our own schools," said 
Jones, 

"It's full of practices that have 
worked in other places, and it has 
lots of suggestions for involving 
the whole school family in the pro- 
cess, from training teachers and par- 
ents to preparing students for test 
days." 

Sample plans for improvement 



will be included in the booklet from 
which principals may pick and 
choose. In addition, it will contain 
a list of resources available to stu- 
dents and anyone connected with the 
schools dealing with test taking and 
improvement of scores. 

"We have been gready encouraged 
by the number and scope of ideas 
given to the committee," said 
Garrett. "Many of the strategies in- 
volve making everyone — teachers, 
parents, Adopt-A-School partners, 
our staff, the PTA, and the students 
— aware of what will be expected 
of students and what each person 
can do to help." 

Garrett added, "At my school, we 
are trying to develop a psychology 
of testing, so that testing is owned 
by the entire building; everyone has 
a responsibility to it and shares in 
the results." 

Sykes is sure last year's 
success was not a fluke and that it 
shows what can be done with a lit- 
tle effort But he sounds a single re- 
alistic note of caution. He said it is 
unlikely that phenomenal results 
like those at College Park last year 
will occur there again this year. 

"A one-year increase wasn't what 
this is all about," he pointed out. 
"It's about their futures. Now that 
they have proved how much they 
know, we can intensify their learn- 
ing experiences, require them to 
read more books, use all the strate- 
gies that lead to long-term learning, 
and we can work smarter with their 
parents." 

The real challenge is not just 
what happens this year but what 
this year leads to. 



Green Line development plans questioned 



Rural areas of 
Virginia Beach 
see slow growth

What the rural area of the city 
needs is a plan that will stay in 
place for a number of years and 
bring stability to the area, acccxding 
to Planning Dir^tor Robert Scott 

ScoU said that over the past 12 or 
13 years the areas south of the 
"green line," a paper line diat sepa- 
rates the ncffthem developed area of 
the city from the rural south, has 
undergone numerous changes. In 
studying a plan for the future, Scott 
said one of the things that cropped 
up was stability. 

Under current guidelines, 2,500 
additicMial houses would be permit- 



ted in the area, but at the current 
rate of building — four or five 
houses a year — it would take hun- 
dreds of years to reach that number. 
About 1,700 houses are located in 
the area now. 

Scott said that he did not believe 
that the creation of the green line 
was intended to permanently divide 
the city into two parts, and that he 
did not think the rate of develop- 
ment would stay at four and five 
units a year. "We need a good plan 
that is likely to stay in place for 
some time." 

Scott said that the housing den- 
sity in the area should be linked to 
the ability of the soil to support 
septic tanks. 

Councilmember Robert Clybum 
said that it bothered him to place a 
build-out figure at this time. 

Scott pointed out that IS years 
from today a future council will see 
things differently. "We're dealing 
with half the land in the city; at 



some point we have to apply com- 
mon sense." 

As for continuing agriculture, 
Councilmember John A. Baum said 
that it's a matter of economics. 

Councilmember Paul J. 
Lanteigne said that he didn't think 
looking 100 years ahead is all that 
bad. He said that along with in- 
formation on the southern part of 
the city, he would like to see what's 
going to happen in Kempsville, 
Lynnhavcn, and Bayside. He said 



that he wanted to look at the total 
build-out 

Councilmember Linwood Branch 
noted that the talk centered on resi- 
dential development, and asked 
about other uses for the area. 

Councilmember John D. Moss 
asked diat development not take 
place at the expense of lowering the 
city's standards of service. That 
happened before, he said, and the 
city in 1986 started trying to catch 
up.

Capital improvement projects 
nearing funding reality in city 



Council votes on 
issue Nov. 23

City Council is moving closer to 
funding a $167-miIlion request by 
the School BcKird for capital im- 
provement in the six-year Capital 
Improveinent Program (CIP). 

At a budget reconciliation work- 
shop Tuesday, council instructed E. 
Dean Block, direct of management 
and budget, to bring back specifics 
of two alternatives being considered 
for the school program. 

One would provide $151.6 mil- 
lion for school projects, and the 
other $163 million. But. both 
would require approximately the 
same amount of spending during 
the first two years of the program 
— approximately $32 milliQn and 
$28 million. 

The original recommendation in 
the proposed budget was $141.6 
million. 

Council is expected to adopt the 
CIP on first reading at its Nov. 23 
meeting. > 

Council also approved by 
consensus changing road priorities 
by advancing Independence 
Boulevard, Phase 4C and holding 
back Ferrell Parkway, phases 4 and 
5, and placing an additional 
$125,000 in the Juvenile Detention 
Home Project so that the city can 
qualify for state funds. 

At the public hearing on the CIP, 
speakers questioned the expenditure 
of $44 million on the Virginia 
Marine Science Museum, instead of 
putting more into schools and 
bringing the city into compliance 
with the Americans with 
Disabilities Act (ADA). 

Al Strazzulo complained that the 
TGIF (Tourism Growth Invesunent 
Fund) gets the bulk of the money 
and ADA and similar programs are 
put on the back burner. Strazzulo 
said schools should look into 
money-saving approaches, such as 
redistricting and year-round schools. 

He also said an expenditure of 
$44 million on the Marine Science 
Museum would quadruple the in- 
vesunent. 



Lou I^ce said he could not jus- 
tify the expenditure on the museum 
when schools are overcrowded. He 
also supported sewer for 
Sandbridge. 

Warren King, on the Mayor's 
Committee for the Handicapped, 
said that if council could spend 
money on a golf course, it diould 



be able to spend more on making 
buildings accessible. 

While many buildings in the city 
arc accessible. King said, thwe are 
limits, adding he has a problem 
with the city's case-by-case ap- 
proach to ADA compliance. He said 
only a small group of people are 
available to confront the issues.

Venerated in both Eastern and 
Western churches. St. Nicholas was 
renowned for his generosity for the 
poor and oppressed, and his Christ- 
like charity toward children. Giving 
all, he kept none of his inheritance 
for himself but used it doing good 
deeds for otho-s. 

Under an inspiration from God. 
he tfaveled to the city of Myra. 
which had lost its bishop. In a 
heavenly vision, those electing a 
new bishop were told to elect the 
first man who would enter the 
church whose name was Nicholas. 
Thus Nicholas became the beloved 
bishop of Myra, and later was even 
imprisoned under the persecution of 
Christians by the emperor 
Diocletian. 

A story by Washington Irving 
depicting the patronage of St. 
Nicholas and the migration of the 
Dutch to America in the 17th cen- 
tury was the beginning of Santa 
Claus, the American version of St. 
Nicholas. 

Clement Moore and cartoonist 
Thomas Nash in the Harper 

Weekly, and the Coca-Cola 
Company ads developed and sealed 
the image. The name "Santa Claus" 
sprang from the American mispro- 
nunciation of the Dutch mispro- 
nunciation of "St. Nicholas." 

But the original legend is alive 
and well in the Byzantine Catholic 
Church of St. Nicholas today. 
Keeping the traditions and worship 
of the ancient church in the 
Hampton Roads area is Our Lady of 
Perpetual Help Byzantine Catholic 
Church in Virginia Beach. Their 
second annual St. Nicholas Festival 
will take place Friday and Saturday 
on the church grounds. 

The festival will be a celebration 
of Eastern European culture and the 



rich traditions of the Byzantine 
Catholic Church, which are so 
closely tied in with the daily lives 
of its members. There will be eth- 
nic foods, music, imported reli- 
gious and ethnic items, crafts, a 
Santa workshop, and church tours 
and lectures. 

The diverse backgrounds of local 
parishioners seem to blend at the 
sung celebration of the Divine 
Liturgy, the cenu-al and ancient 
worship service of the Byzantine 
Catholic Church. The St. Nicholas 
Festival culminates with the Divine 
Liturgy Saturday at 5:30 p.m.

Glad(ten recommends that begin- 
ning shooters take classes before 
heading to the outdoor range ot a 
hunt club. 

"If you learn to shoot the right 
way, shooting is so much more of 
a fun sport," he said. 

Sonny Higger. owner of 

Sonny's Coins and Guns in 
Portsmouth agrees. He refere cus- 
tomers to an indoor shooting range 
in Norfolk. A non-shooter, Higger 
believes that all gun owners should 
concentrate on safety. 

Are gun owners and shooters ner- 
vous about admitting their passion 
fw guns? 

"I think they are hiding it," 
Higger stated. "Not everybody, but 
I think a lot of them are." 

Robert Cooke, owner of Cooke's 
Hardware in Great Bridge believes 
that the number of forms necessary 
for gun ownership, and the increas- 
ing laws are making it more diffi- 
cult for gun collectors to enjoy 
their rare guns. 

"We have nothing but control, 
control, control," Cooke snapped, 
"and it's nothing but paperwork." 

"Generally speaking I don't iffinfc 
people are as upset about the gun 



situation right now, except that 
some people are not so outspokoi." 
Cooke explained that many of the 
gun collectors he knows are no 
longer willing to engage in politi- 
cal debate or state who they are vot- 
ing for based upon some c^ididate's 
anti-gun, or gun control platform.

Arms' outdoor shooting range is 
staffed by gun enthusiasts who 
willingly offer advice to shooters. 
As one customer waited to have a 
scope mounted, another handed out 
range safety rule cards to new pa- 
trons. Behind the cash register 
metal clips hold the necessary pic- 
ture ID'S required befwe a customer 
is allowed to use the range. 

The range offers 25-. 50-, 100- 
and 200-yard distances with a cov- 
ered firing range. Hours vary but 
the range is open seven days a 
wedc, 365 days a year. 

A customer came through the 
door proudly showing off a new 
gun. An employee motioned that a 
reporter was present. The customer 
snarled his gun case shut and went 
into another section of the shop. 

"We're not trying to be rude," the 
soft-eyed customer offered. "But I 
won't even give you a pseudonym. 
Most people just wouldn't under- 
stand."

Fee increases enacted 
at Back Bay refuge 



An increase in entrance and user 
fees charged at Back Bay National 
Wildlife Refuge took effect 
Monday. 

According to Refuge Manager 
Anthony Leger, the increase will 
provide additional revenues for the 
operation and maintenance of the 
National Wildlife Refuge System 
and the conservation of wetland re- 
sources. 

Thirty pocent of the fee revenues 
generated are first used to defray the 
cost of collection, and secondly in 
the operation and maintenance of 
the refuge. Seventy percent of the 
fee revenues are deposited into the 
Migratory Bird Conservation Fund, 
and used in land acquisition for die 



Refuge System. 

The new fee rates: private vehi- 
cle, $4; person, $2; bus or com- 
mercial vehicle $20 (less than 20 
people), $30 (21 or more pe(^le). 

In addition to the increase in en- 
trance fees, user fees for certain 
recreational and commercial activi- 
ties have been standardized, when 
permitted.

O Whenever possible, clean up a 
spill immediately after it occurs. 
Work from the outside of the stain 
to the center to help prevent spread- 
ing. 

O Don't try to rub, scrub or 
brush a stain ouL This can damage 



carpet fibers. 

D Don't apply gleaning solu- 
tions directly to the stained area. 
You will saturate the carpet backing 
and probably will not clean the 
stain effectively. Instead, apply the 
solution first to a damp cloth. 
Then, with cloth in hand, gently 
massage the individual (taipet fibers. 

Stains from butter, salad dress- 
ing, cooking oils and ink should be 
cleaned using a solvent spot 
cleaner. 

Test a sample spot in an incon- 
spicuous area to be sure it will re- 
move the stain without damaging 
the carpet fibers. 

Many stains can be removed with 
ordinary household {xxxlucts.

Portsmouth and 20-year veteran of 
re-enacting bygone times. 

He's not joking. 

Consider the viewpoint of Tony 
Zusman of Norfolk, another veteran 
re-enactor and president of the 6th 
Virginia Infantry, Woodis Rifles, 
Company C. 

"I can safely say in 10 years of 
re-enactment, I've yet to step over 
to the other side," he commented. 

Loyal to one side or nut, re-enact- 
ing ite United States' bloodiest pe- 
riods in history, from the Revolu- 
tionary War to the War of 1812 and 
the Civil War, is a definite lifestyle 
far many area residents. 

Happily donning layer af- 
ter layer of wool clothing on even 
the hottest July days, re-enactment 
groups are as popular as Ted 
Turner's new movie Gettysburg 
among local history buffs and oth- 
ers yearning to escape the rat-race of 
life in the 20th century. 

"It's a big escape just going back 
to that time frame and trying to live 
the life they lived. It's interesting 
and a challenge too, just to stay in 
a tent for a weekend and brave the 
wind, rain, snow and bugs and eat 
the same type of foods they ate. 

"It's a wonder how they survived 
on that food. Basically, in the time 
from the Revolutionary War 
through the Civil War, they 
(soldiers) had hardtack bi«;uits, 
salted pork, salted fish and potauies 
or whatev^ else they could forage. 
That was it," explained re-enactor 
Brian Howard. 

Dressed Thursday in garb from 
the War of 1812, complete with 
cockaded hat, Howard was on hand 
at the historic Francis Land House 
in Virginia Beach along with sev- 
eral other re-enactors to honor Vet- 
erans Day. 

A computer technician by trade, 
the Virginia Beach resident is a 
member of the First Virginia Bat- 
talion re-enactment group. He is 
also a member of the Norfolk His- 
torical Society, docs decent work 
for old Fort Norfolk and enjoys por- 
traying all time periods. 

Ferreting through historical 
books, Howard has even traced his 
roots back to an ancestor who 
sorved in the 3th Alabama Volun- 
teer Corps. The man was killed tat- 
tling in the Shenandoah Valley in 
1864. 

Thus, it's not hard to imagine 
Howe's favorite period to re-enact 
is tte Civil War, or the War Be- 
tween the States -- as most South- 
alters pefer to call iL 

It also takes a l<tt of fcMtitude for 
contemporaries to endure the 
lifestyles our ancestors took for 
grmied. 

"It's really hard to imagine how 
rigcMt}us life was marching IS to 20 
miles a day, half-starved and dis- 
used," Howard lanented. 

But every chance he can get, 
Howard still jumps to pull on an 
itchy wool uniform and "lake up 
theCMse."

Receives Sallie 
Mae first-year 
teacher award 

Jennifer Sue Glasco, a Virginia 
Beach native who teaches at Green 
Run High School, has received the 
Sallie Mae First- Year Teacher 
Award. 

Glasco, a 1992 Longwood 
College graduate, is one of the three 
Virginia teachers and 100 from 
across the country to receive the 
award, which recognizes outstand- 
ing performance by new elementary 
and secondary school teacho^. She 
is the third Longwood graduate in 
the past four years to be so hon- 
ored. 

Glasco teaches ninth grade earth 
science at Green Run. Last year she 
taught physical science to eighth 
gra(ters at Bayside Middle School. 

"She's fabulous in the classroom, 
she really understands children and 
she is dedicated to making them 
succeed," said Green Run's princi- 
pal, Dr. Donald E. Stowers, who 
was also her principal at Bayside. 
"She's exemplary in understanding 
how a school works and is dedicated 
to the school." 

"She is one of the best new 
teachers I've seen in my 21-year ca- 
reer. She has it all; she's well pre- 
pared, knowledgeable and willing to 
work is hard as it takes." 

Her students earn "science bucks" 
for good behavior; she gives awards 
for Outstanding Student of the 
Month, Most Improved Student of 
the Month, and for perfect monthly 
attendance; and she begins each

class with a rapid-fire question and 
answer session of previously 
learned concepts. Some 85 percent 
of her Bayside students entered pro- 
jects in the science fair, which was 
the highest rate of any teacher. 

When her students were studying 
elements of the periodic table, she 
brought in canned goods to have 
them learn which elements are 
found in their foods. Shortly before 
Halloween her class studied the 
pumpkin and created their own 
pumpkin detailing its elements. 

"Ms. Glasco's 'classroom' is an 
oxymoron," Dr. Stowers said. "The 
students are controlled, yet free to 
ask, to challenge, to make mis- 
takes, to learn. Her students appre- 
ciate her enthusiasm, dedication, 
sense of humor, and pacing." 

Glasco, 23, who lives in Virginia 
Beach, is a graduate of First 
Colonial High School and the 



daughter of Gene and Sue Glasco. 

Her faU^r retired last June afler 
33 years with the Virginia Beach 
school system. He had served as 
principal of several schools, lastly 
Creeds Elementary. Her mother 
formerly taught music in the 
Virginia Beach schools and now is 
a secretary at Ocean Lakes 
Elementary. 

Glasco. who majored in biology 
with a teaching concentration, was 
a member of Who's Who Among 
Students in American Universities 
and Colleges, Geist (an honorary 
leadership society), the 
Ambassadors, the Peer Advisors, 
and Sigma Kappa sorority, and she 
was a recipient of the Edith Stevens 
Award in biology. 

"I knew when I entered 
Longwood that I wanted to majcv in 
biology and teach . . . Longwood's 
education department is wonderful. 
The teachers gave me a lot of good 
ideas and a lot of sui^rt" 

She was neither the first nor die 
last m^nber of her family to attend 
Longwood. 

Glasco's maternal grandmother, 
the late Maiy Blanche Short, re- 
ceived a diploma in 1918 from what 
was then the State Normal School 
for Women, and her brother. Gene 
Jr., is a junior at Longwood. Mrs. 
Short, who died in 1987, taught in 
her native Greensville County and 
later was the first headmaster of 
Tidewater Academy in Wakefield. 

At Green Run, Glasco is a forra- 
sics coach and a sponsor of the 
freshman class and the AIDS 
Awareness Club. She is active in

Former NEA staff member Gerald 
Bracey's recent article m Fti Delta 
iuqpi's Kof^n goes a long way 
toward dispelling the myth that 
America's public schools are failing. 
In his Oct 13 
column, Wil- 
liam Rasberry 
pulled many of 
Bracey's statis- 
tics together to 
make his point 
that there are 
only a very few 
public schools 
in serious trou- 
ble and they are 
located in "in- 
ner cities and 
rural areas." 

Another ma- 
jor report put 
u^elher by re- 
searchers from 
the Department 
of Energy and now called the Sandia 
Report also drew the same conclu- 
sion; America's public schools are 
not failing. 

Public school educators and many 
parents have a difficult time under- 
stiinding that many of the most se- 
vere critics of public education gain 
power and money when public edu- 
cation fails. 

Teachers are slow to believe that 
individuals and organizations resort 
to untruths, distortions and taking the 
truth totally out of context to dis- 
credit the schools. Unwittingly, teach- 
ers, because of the frustrations of 
teaching, add fuel to the fire by talk- 
ing about how awful students are in 
school. Once again, there are only a 
very few students who are truly aw- 
ful. 

By in large, most of the problems 
we arc experiencing in public educa- 
tion arc due to the problems of pov- 
erty — not poor teachers or poor 
curriculum. Kids that are bom in pov- 
erty rarely are ready for school when 
they reach school age. Only 20 per- 
cent of children in poverty ever re- 
ceive Head Start services or any other 
pre-school services. 

Lowell Rose, the executive direc- 
tor of Phi Delia Kappa wrote in the 
Nov. 3 issiffi of Education Week: 

On the Iowa Tests of Basic Skills, 
^ores for every grade except grades 
8 and 12 arc at an "all-time high." 

Arccentintemational study of read- 
ing achievement showed American 
9-ycar-olds ranking second among 
children from 3 1 countries and Ameri- 
can 14-year olds ranking ninth. 

African-American students from 
wealUty Eamiliesare outscoring Asian 
American students from poor fami- 
lies. 

The tq) 20 percent of American 
students (those taking algebra or en- 
riched classes in grade 8) outscore 
tlw 20 percent of all Japanese stu- 
dents, and youngsteis in the ui^r 30 
percent of American (eighth grade) 
classes score as well as or better than 
Japanese students (in arithmetic). 

VBEA published a flyer last year 
giving numerous facts from the school 
division's State of the Division re- 
port stating that the Virginia Beach 
City Publk; Schools are better than 
ever. As our community celebrates 
American Education Week next 
week, VBEA hopes that is members 
will take pride in their schools and 
pride in what they contribute to Vir- 
ginia Beach. 

Our schools need improvement, 
but they are still good schools and 
Virginia Beach children, like chil- 
dren all over our country, arc getting 
a good public education. It's time to 
be proud of our efforts and not feel 
guilty due to the lies and distortions 
of the enemies of public education. 
VBEA shall continue to speak out on 
behalf of members and the children 
they teach.

Plans in works for outdoor 
classroom at Back Bay refuge 

Newly-acquired 
lands will also 
benefit area

A classroom for 3,000 students? 
Yes. It is an outdoor classroom 
where the students will be observ- 
ing wildlife. 

"We have been doing educating 
for a long time, but we are just 
now receiving recognition for it," 
stated Tony Leger, a manager at 
Back Bay National Wildlife Refuge. 

A portion of the recently granted 
$500,000 allocation from the Land 
and Water Conservation Fund will 
be used to acquire land for an addi- 
tional outdoor classroom. 

"It doesn't look Uke 
much right now. but 
every day, it's get- 
ting bigger and 
greener." 

Tony Leger, manager 
Back Bay National 
Wildlife R^uge 

"It won't be just used by school 
groups," Leger explained. "It will 
be used by people who come bird- 
watching or walking, things like 
that." 

In order to provide a parking lot 
and clear U'ails, Leger and his staff 
and volunteers are scrambling to 
raise funds. 

"We've raised about $2,500," 
Leger said proudly. "We need about 
$2,500 more." 

Leger has received an outpouring 
of support from the Audubon 
Society, the Back Bay Celebration 
Commiuee who helpal organize an 
open house at the wildlife refuge, 
and Friends of Back Bay. 

The recent allocation of funds to 
acquire additional lands is a direct 
result of citizen involvement ac- 
cording to Leger. 

"We got the money because of 
the work of some people here lo- 
cally," he said. "People who went 
to Washington to testify." 

Among them was Molly Brown 
who has been recognized by the 
Virginia Wildlife Association as 
Conservationist d' the Year. 

Still, Leger says he can dways 
use more volunteers. "There are lots 
of activities here that people can 
help us do," he said. 

He emphasized that although 
there arc some volunteers who en- 
joy working with animals, most of 
the voluntea support is utilized in 
other ways. "Mwt of us never actu- 
ally touch criuers," he laughed. 

"We survey them. We observe 
them, we provide access for others 
to observe them . . . there are lots 
of jobs that can be done here like 
stuffing envelopes, answering the 
telq}hone or typing." 

Leger is prcMid of his staff and 
volume. He explained that in or- 
der to cover the wildlife refuge. 



staffers travel the land on foot, by 
boat, by car and fly above it. 

"We fly at 500 or 100 feet above 
the water," he said. "Some of our 
expert biologists can identify ducks 
at that height." 

It won't be difficult to identify 
the Canadian Geese expected to ar- 
rive within the next few weeks. 
Leger and his crew planted clover 
for them. 

"If you get out there and get close 
you can see it," he said. "It doesn't 
look like much right now, but ev- 



ery day it's getting bigger and 
greener." 

Newly acquired lands will allow 
other habitats to be developed. 

Leger hopes that as students and 
visitors to the refuge become more 
educated they will understand the 
need to purchasing more land and 
providing a safe refuge for the ani- 
mals. 

"It's amazing how quick you can 
lose something," he said.

Wellington Woods area resident 
Jacob Janssen made living history 
recently by joining a team of 10 
North Americans who volunteered 
for three weeks in Tver, Russia. 

Tver (pronounced "tia-VEER"), is 
a community of 250.000 along the 
Volga River, one hour northeast of 
Moscow. 

The Aug. 27 through Sept. 18 
journey marked Janssen's second 
volunteering effort in Russia. Both 
years the Virginia Beach resident 
taught conversational English to 
public school students and at the 
local medical college. Other 
members of his team met with 
local business owners. 

Although this was Janssen's 
second trip to Russia, in 1991 he 
also volunteered in Poland in a 
small town outside Warsaw. He 
performed basically the same duties 
there as he did in Russia 

The recent experience provided 
Janssen the chance for a closer look 
at daily life in an emerging 
democracy. 

"I gained an understanding of the 
many difnculties facing the Russian 
people during their transition to a 
democratic state," he said. 

On the weekends, Janssen and 
other team members traversed 
Russia's historic landmarks and 
most populous cities, Moscow and 
St. Petersburg. 

Staring at his sprained wrist, 
Janssen said his most memorable 
experimce is one he wished hadn't 
happmod. 

"After sulkier one night, I tried to 
jump over a retaining wall out the 
lesiauranL I thmight I could make it 



easy, but unfortunately I didn't" 

Janssen said surprisingly an 
ambulance arrived in 10 minutes 
and he was whisked away. 

"They did an x-ray in about 30 
minutes, and wanted to give me a 
shot to help set my wrist. I 
wouldn't let them do that, though, 
because they reuse needles in 
Russia I was told," he recounted. 

Janssen's trip was made 
possible through Global Volun- 
teers, a Minnesota-based, private, 
non-profit volunteer organization. 
He learned of the organization after 
reading their advertisement for 
volunteers in the Washington Post. 
Al the invitation of the host 
organization. Global Volunteers 
sends teams of 12 to 20 volunteers 
to Tver and sites in 12 other 
countries several times a year. 

Each volunteer pays his or her 
own way. Costs are estimated at 
S2,185 to S2,350, including visas, 
in-country transportation, food, 
lodging and project expenses. 

While in Tver, Janssen said he 
stayed in a "pretty nice hotel by 
Russian standards, although here it 
might be second rate." 

Global Volunteers President Bud 
Philbrook said the program's 



objective is to explain and illustrate 
American business practices, not to 
impose American methods on 
participants. 

"Using case suidies and question- 
and-answer sessions, we help them 
understand how we identify 
business opportunities and make 
management decisions, all the 
while recognizing that what works 
for us may not have application in 
their counuy," he explained. 

Philbrook expects the Russian 
and Polish programs to expand 
quickly throughout 1994 as 
Russia's new democracy develops. 

"The timing now is crucial," he 
Slated. "The opportunity is there 
today to help improve business, 
education and health care in Eastern 
Europe. By helping out now, we 
are conU'ibuting to stability in the 
area, which ultimately is good 
business for the United Stales. 

Now a veteran of the program 
three limes over, Janssen, a retiree 
of the McDonald-Douglas Aircraft 
Company, said another volunteer 
trip for him may be in the works.

At the Francis Land House 
Thursday, he was dressed in his 
Confederate drummer uniform. And 
yes, he can play his drum quite 
well, thank you. 

Dodging request after request for 
yet another round of the "rat-a-tat- 
tat," Zink pondered why re-enact- 
ment has become such a popular 
pasttime. 

"That's easy. It's Boy Scouts for 
men. You put your costume on and 
you go out and leam camp ^Us, 
cooking skills, military maneuver 
and there's great comradery. You 
meet friends from all over the coun- 
try." 

Zink is uivolved in re-enactments 
an amazing three to four times a 
week » plus weekends! He also 
owns a Fe-enadmeot company tot 
hire, Company of Historical Musi- 
cians of Virginia Beach. And 
somehow he manages to teach full- 
time at Little Creek Elementary 
School in Norfolk. 

"My kids get a good dose of his- 
tory," he laughed. "We have a time 
line that runs all the way around the 
room." 

Chesapeake resident Paul 
Langley, a surveyor for the Na- 
tional Oceanic and Atmospheric 
Administration and a membo' of the 
6th Virginia Infantry, is just a 
rookie at le-enactmenL 

The event at the Francis Land 
House was just his second time, 
but already the fever has hooked 
him. With his bushy whiskers and 
"average Confederate corporal" 
uniform, Langley could easily have 
just stepped off a Civil War 
battlefield. 

"I always thought diese people 
got paid for what they do," he ob- 
served. "Nope. Actually, this is an 
expensive hobby when you first get 
into it." 

Langley said the most expensive 
cost initially is a weapon. Other 



paraphernalia, such as cartridge 
boxes, arc alK) costly. 

"But, you'd be surprised at what 
you can find at antique stores and 
all. There are real deals; people 
don't realize what they have." 

When it comes to the uniforms, 
Langley is lucky. Skilled at 
sewing, he has made himself a 
Yankee overcoat and many Confed- 
erate garments. 

With 38 members in the 

6th Virginia Infantry (including 12 
women who play civilian roles), 
Zusman said people would be sur- 
prised at how many of their peers 
are now members of re-enactment 
groups. 

In and around Hampton Roads 
alone there are an estimated 12 
Civil War re-enactment groups, 
plus numerous others for different 
wars. 

"In 1985. when we had the 125th 
anniversary of Pickett's Charge (at 
Gettysburg), we had 13,000 rc-cnac- 
tors face each other on the field. 
That kind of gives you an idea of 
just how popular this hobby has 
become," Zusman said. 

Re-enactment groups always wel- 
come new members. Men and 
women of the 6lh Virginia Infantry 
group participate in battle re-enact- 
ments, living histories and memo- 
rial services much like other re-en- 
actment groups. But, the activities 
do not end there. 

The 6th's membership also en- 
joys field trips, lectures and fainily 
activities. 

Additionally, the group prides it- 
self in its authentic appearance. All 
clothing and equipment is original 
issue or authentic reproduction. To 
help new members choose the cor- 
rect uniforms and equipment, mem- 
bers will lead new recruits in their 
selection. They arc given one year 
to acquire their basic uniform and 
equipment 

Monthly meetings of the 6th 
Virginia Infantry are held on the 
second Thursday of each month at 
the Francis Land House.

Turkey farmers 
get geared up

As stupid as they are labeled to 
be, these fearless fowl really "stick 
their necks out" so the David 
Flanagan family can meet its (Hders 
for fresh, locally-grown holiday 
gobblers. 

With Thanksgiving just days 
away, you know these turkeys must 
be sweating bullets, alKin the name 
of doing their duty. 

Or are they? 

"They don't really get too ner- 
vous. However, we sometimes

as well," observed Susan Flanagan 
of Flanagan Farms in the Pungo 
section of Virginia Beach. 

With approximately 400 gob- 
blers, it is the area's largest turkey 
farm. Besides turkeys, owner David 
Flanagan and family raise sweet 




Now the Flanagans go an easier 
route, picking up their baby turkeys 
from a hatchery in Goldsboro, N.C. 
around June 1 each year. 

For the Hrst month, the poults 
(baby turkeys) live indoors in a 
turkey house under a warm brooder 
light. After that, the young birds' 
live outdoors by day, indoors by 
night. In three months, they're 
ready to live outdoors around the 
clock, except in bad weather. 

By Thanksgiving and Chrisunas 
the poults have grown to maturity 
— and the dreaded day. 

Right around Thanksgiving, and 
again at Christmas, the Flanagan 
farm turns into a virtual turkey fac- 
tory. 

"My garage turns into a dressing 
area, where we have about nine 
dressers, plus more washers and 
taggers," Susan said. 

"The birds are killed and picked 
up the same day by the folks who 
ordered them. We have several gen- 
erations who've been buying from 



us year aitet year," she continued. 

Once the Thanksgiving turkeys 
have met their fates, the Flanagans 
start taking orders for Christmas 
birds from the leftover stock. 

In addition, the family is always 
busy giving tours of the farm to 
school and other groups. 

"We normally have about 1,000 
children visit in November. The 
calls for appointments start coming 
in mid- August." Susan said. 

Invariably, when interviewed 
about the farm, Susan said, every- 
one wants to know if turkeys really 
are as stupid as people say. 

"The young turkeys aren't really 
smart. When it rains they say 
turkeys will look up at the sky and 
drown. That's never happened to us, 
but a neighbor of ours said it's hap- 
pened to them." 

Susan noted, "They're supposed 
to be so dumb, but when I clap 
they come to the fence like little 
children. They know I'm tailing 
them."

Al- 
though in the past the Flanagans 
have produced bronze turkeys, that 
variety is more difficult to obtain. 

"They're definitely much harder to 
find. He (David's uncle) used to get 



them out of Ohio. Once, the post 
office called up and said 'come get 
these turkeys!' that had been deliv- 
ered there. 

Of course, some didn't survive 
the trip," Susan, the farm's 
spokesperson during sweet potato 
harvesting, laughed. 



Use caution when stuffing 



The question of preparing bread 
stuffing is another hazardous 
point in creating the holiday 
meal. 

Do not stuff the turkey the 
night before it is to be roasted. If 
you do, it will encourage bacteria 
to grow in the cavity of the bird. 

Virginia Cooperative Exten- 
sion specialist Denisc Brochetti 



suggested that cooks can prq)are 
the dry stuffing ingredients the 
day before the cooking, and store 
them in the refrigerator. But wait 
until immediately before roasting 
to mix them with the wet 
ingredients and put them in the 
cavity. 

Brochetti is on the faculty at 
Virginia Tech. 



Don't let 'big bird' intimidate you 




It's pale, frozen, hard to hold 
onto, and can be intimidating and 
mysterious, especially when it is 
the first time a cook faces one — 
that frozen turkey destined to be- 
come the centerpiece of a holiday 
meal. 

Just getting it ready for roasting 
can be a major challenge. 

Many cooks will buy a frozen 
turkey to serve at some time during 
the holiday season, said Virginia 
Cooperative Extension specialist, 
Denise Brochetti. And every year, 
for many cooks it is the first frozen 
turkey they have had to deal with, 
so they need to understand how to 
get it safely thawed. 



"Getting it safely thawed means 
avoiding the conditions that are fa- 
vorable for the growth of harmful 
bacteria," said Brochetti, a member 
of the Virginia Tech faculty. 

Here are the recommended ways 
to get it ready to cook: 

■ Leave the turkey in its origi- 
nal plastic wrapper and place it on a 
tray in the refrigerator. 

■ Leave it there until it is 
thawed. The tray will prevent drip- 
pings from getting on other food. 

■ Allow about 24 hours for 
each five pounds of turkey. That is 
about three days for a IS-pound 
bird. 

If there isn't room in the refriger- 



ator to keep the turkey for that 
length of time, there is another safe 
method. 

Leave the turkey in its original 
plastic wrapper. Cover it with cold 
water and change the water fre- 
quently. This method takes about 
half an hour per pound or almost 
eight hours for a 15-pound bird. 

A meat thermometer is the best 
way of judging doneness. Place the 
thermometer in the thick part of the 
thigh so that it is in the center of 
the meat and not toucl^jng a bone. 

Place the turkey in an oven at 
about 350 degrees Fahrenheit for 
the length of time recommended 
based on the size of the bird. Or 



Turkey can be easily microwaved 



If you are going to microwave 
your turkey this holiday season, 
follow these directions so your fam- 
ily can safely gobble up the gob- 
bler. 

Susan Conley, U.S. Department 
of Agriculture's poultry specialist, 
offers these instructions: 

■ Choose a small turkey (under 
12 pounds). There should be at least 
3 inches between the turkey and the 
sides and lop of the microwave 
oven, for the bird to cook properiy. 

■ Use an oven cooking bag to 
help the turkey reach a safe temper- 
ature throughout 

■ Rotate the bird and dish sev- 
eral times during cooking, even if 
you have a turntable in your mi- 
crowave. 

■ Do not stuff the bird. The 
moist stuffing deep inside the bird 
may not reach a safe lemperauire. 

■ Microwave the unstuffed bird 
at 50 percent power for nine to 10 
minutes per pound. 

■ Use a meat thermometer. 
Check the bird in several locations 
before standing time. The turicey 
should be a minimum of 170F 



when removed from the microwave. 

■ Let the bird stand 20 minutes 
after removing from the microwave. 

Denise Brochetti, Virginia 
Cooperative Extension food and nu- 
trition specialist at Virginia Tech, 
said if you microwave the turkey, it 
is important to follow directions 
carefully. 

"Safety is the main concern with 
poultry," she said. The turkey must 
be cooked thoroughly throughout. 
So make sure the meat thermometer 
is inserted into the breast and other 
thicker parts of the turkey." 

Brochetti said choosing a small 
bird and not stuffing it are ex- 
tremely important to safe mi- 
crowave cooking. Letting the 
turkey stand 20 minutes after re- 
moval from the microwave also is 
iwcessary because the bird continues 
to cook during that time. 

"Also, use the meat thermometer 
to make sure the final temperature 
after standing is 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit," she said. 

Brochetti warned against trying to 
cook a turkey in a small microwave 
of 600 watts or less. "Cook your 



turkey in a standard microwave 
oven of 650 to 700 watts or more," 
she said.

leave it in the oven until the inter- 
nal temperature is 180 degrees 
Fahrenheit The temperature will go 
up five to 10 additional degrees after 
the turkey is removed from the 
oven. 

Keep the temperature of the oven 
at 350 degrees. If the temperature 
goes below that, it creates condi- 
tions that permit bacteria to grow. 

A loose tent of heavy duty alu- 
minum foil over the turkey pre- 
vents it from getting too brown, 
helps keep the turkey moist and re- 
duces oven splattering. 

Some cooks allow the turkey to 
brown before covering while others 
cover at the beginning and remove 
the tent to allow browning at the 
end of cooking time. Both methods 
work. 

Let the turkey stand for 20 to 30 
minutes before carving.

■ When having artwork framed, 
request specially mattufactured glass 
that will eliminate as much as 97' 
percent of the sun's damaging rays. 

■ Use a sheer curtain to diffuse 
sunlight and protect the colors in 
the art. A sheer fabric will protect 
but still allow the detail in a picture 
to be seen. 

■ Use daylight to enhance cer- 
tain pictures in your home. The 
sunlight's incoming rays can be 
manipulated, creating shadows 
which emphasize a striking modem 
work.

Artificial ligliting 

There is a wide variety of artifi- 
cial lighting available today ranging 
from the ordinary household ceiling 
lights to the traditional picture 
lights and special directional spot- 
lights.

While I'm sure the Pams cam- 
paign has its complaints. Allen 
never cut the ground from under 
them and ended by campaigning 
with and to Farris. Not every 
frontrunner is so gennous. 

For years, people will shake 
their heads at the tale of the 
colossal wreck of the good ship 
Mary Sue. If there was ever a 
campaign that fell between two 
stools, Uiis was it. 

She started by waving her fat 
bank accounts and lisu of well- 
connected sponsors under the 
noses of the media. And this at a 
time when people were suppos- 
edly in revolt against big-money, 
special-interest politics. 

Then, she was at pains to dis- 
tance hnself from the leaders of 
her own party. President Clinton 
and Gov. Douglas Wilder — and 
from such dependable constituen- 
cies as the APL-CIO. blacks and 
govemmoit wukers. 

That was compounded by ges- 
tures of approval for the austerity 
measures imposed by Wilder and 
a frank admission she expected to 
continue same. In sum, she would 
be the fiscally conservative, busi- 
ness-Democrat who would offer 
scant hope to those who see tax- 
and-spend as their bread-and-but- 
tw. 

Then, in an ateupt reversal, she 
ended the campaign on a note of 
shrill liberalism that wouldn't 
have been out of place in San 
Francisco, but which had never 
been seriously tried in Virginia. 

In the context of a candidate 
of^jressed by a veritable trinity of 
albatrosses in Qinton, Robb and 
Wilder — but fearing to caaacAx 
herself to a genuinely "progres- 
sive" agenda — the five-day 
waiting period for handguns was 
doubtless seen by Terry as a 
Godsend. 

Here was a popular nostrum re- 
quiring no state appropriation 
whose espousal would niake her 
seem bold into the bargain. But 
polling is an art Opponents of gun 
control may be a minority, but 
perhaps one that makes this its 
defining issue. 

We might measure the effect 
by lodcing at the vote in sw:h tra- 
ditional Democratic strongholds 
in far Southwest Virginia as Lee, 
Wise. Dickenson and Buchanan 
counties, where Terry was over- 
powered. And despite constant 
reference to her roots and the 
Iffide she took in them, she even 
tost her native Patrick County! 

If Terry rises from the ashes of 
this incredible disaster to fight 
another day it will be a miracle. 
But it isn't too early to discon in 
George Allen's remarkable ad- 
vance a future leader of consider- 
able promise and possibility.

65th Year 
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Support groups remember 
Alzheimer patient caregivers 



Association wraps 
up Alzheimer's 
awareness month

"Someone to stand by you," is 
the slogan for the Alzheimer's 
Association. It is a motto by which 
Betty Ann Ward, services coordina- 
tor for the Hampton Roads Chapter 
of the Alzheimer's Association 
lives. 

"Let your readers know we're 
here," Ward said. "If they evw ne«l 
us, we are here." 

Ward, who has helped organize 
and facilitate 20 support groups in 
the Tidewater area, has a special 
fondness for the caregivers who put 
their own lives on hold in order to 
tend to an Alzheimer's stricken pa- 
tient. 

"Family members often think 
that they can do the best job and 
take care of that person," Ward ex- 
plained. 

"What I sec is that they want to 
do everything for the person . . . 
the caregivers wear themselves 
out," Ward said. "In some cases the 
caregiver dies first" 

During the month of November, 
Ward and her associates at the 
Alzheimer's Association are work- 
ing to educate Tidewater residents 
about Alzheimer's, and the support 
groups for caregivers and patients as 
well as the daycare services that are 
available to Alzheimer's patients. 

Daycare? "Yes," Ward said. "It's 
for someone with dementia. It is a 
place to go for the day with struc- 
tured activities, short trips, and so- 
cial outings ... it mainly gives the 
caregiver a short break." 

The biggest obstacle in Ward's 
way is combatting the myths and 
{)reconceived ideas that caregivers 
bring with them into the support 
group. 

The disease is named for the doc- 
tor who initially documented his 
experience with a patient who suf- 
fered memory loss and an inability 
to reason. In the 1960's, studies of 
the brain confirmed that the pathol- 
ogy in such cases was similar to 
that found in many old^ patients.

Alzheimer's disease causes a dete- 
rioration of the brain that is charac- 
terized by changes in the brain cells 
that results in a loss of neurons. 
Without these essential neuron 
transmitters the brain seems to ran- 
domly access certain information 
while closing off other stored 
memories or reasoning skills. A 
progressive disease, each loss or 
bubble in the brain gradually strips 
away basic skills and memory. 

"It is clearly a disease," Ward 
said. 

She warned that many families 
believe that Alzheimer's is a pre- 
dictable phase in the aging process. 
She also cautioned that patients 
need to see a physician in order to 
receive an accurate diagnosis. Lack 
of oxygen to the brain, or depres- 
sion is often diagnosed by family 
members as Alzheimer's Disease. 
These problems can be treated. 

"We encourage people to get an 
accurate diagnosis," Ward empha- 
sized. 

Once the diagnosis is confirmed 
the family needs to plan for the in- 
evitable. Safe Return is a program 
that is invaluable to a family with 
an Alzheimer's stricken patient For 
a $25 donation an ID bracelet is is- 
sued that identifies the wearer as 
suffering from Alzheimer's Disease. 
With the use of on-file pho- 
tographs, and a toll free number, 
the police or a concerned citizen 
will be able to help an Alzheimer's 
patient to return to his family. 



Often the family rallies around 
the patient while the caregivers 
goes without sleep, rest or recre- 
ation. Through the support groups 
caregivers can vent their frustration, 
discuss options and ideas for ceding 
through the tough times, and spedc 
freely about their own pain. 

"llie greatest loss is losing that 
other person while having to care 
for their body," Ward stated. "Many 
times the caregiver feels that he or 
she is the only one who can ade- 
quately care for that person." 

Chaplain Debbie Kofron, of 
Maryview Medical Center's Pastoral 
Care Department in Portsmouth 
agreed 

"I hear the straggle of the care- 
giver wanting and needing to take 
care of themselves, and yet feeling 
pulled and torn because there is a 
person there who needs care," she 
said. "Some folks have been doing 
it for years, and it is wearing. It 
sometimes feels selfish to think 'I 
want to go away' or 'I want to have 
dinner out with my husband every 
week.'" 

"We recommend that caregivers 
read books," Ward said. "And she 
needs to hear she is not the only 
one having those kinds of prob- 
lems." 

Safe Return, caregivers suiqwrt 
groups, and a support group for 
people with early memory loss are 
just a few of the programs offered 
by the Hampton Roads Chapter of 
the Alzheimer's Association.

Inc.) found eqmusal of 
the pleasure principle to be 
widespread in sex education. 
"Outercourse" — mutual mastur- 
bation — is recommended as a 
hygienic (mcH:e or less) way to 
feel good without risk. 

"Whether in Peoria or New 
Yoric City." the report stated, 
"comprehensive sex education, 
with its emphasis on pleasure. 
contracepticHi. ami expressicm of 
feelings, is certain to further 
alienate \argt numbers of pcopk 
firom die paUic schools." 

Few persons would disagree 
that children ought to be informed 
of what terrible consequences. 
AIDS included, can flow fnm 
I»omiscuity and intravoious drug 
abuse. But how much emphasis 
on sex is enough? Or too much? 

To state's mv/AIDS curricu- 
lum e^wuses comprehrasive in- 
culcaticm of "knowledge, atti- 
tades, and skills" in this area. It 
commmds sudi str^egKs as role- 
playing (children act out how 
"they ihiidc it wouki feel" to be in 
(»tain ntutkms), the keqnng of 
journals (children recced what 
"diey ttink or feel"), ai^ debates 
on hot issues such i^ Itendved:

The Real 
World

Giving credit 
where credit 
is due 

For years I have been Uving under 
the illusion that Outistopher Colum- 
bus diK»vercd America, or at least 
that is what his- 
tory teachers 
have taught us. 
As a young- 
ster, I was 
taught that Co- 
lumbus was try- 
ing to find a 
short sea route 
tothelndiesand 
that Queen 
Isabella hocked 
her jewels to 
help him fi- 
nance the trip 
and that, quite 
by accident, he 
discovered A- 
merica. 

I believed this myth until recently 
when I was driving up Battlefield 
Boulevard and saw a bumper sticker 
on a car that said, "Indians discov- 
ered America." 

I had always wondwed why Co- 
lumbus had been given credit for 
discovering America when the Indi- 
ans were already here, so I decided to 
do some research on the matter. 

What I discovered (no pun in- 
tended) was for a long time no one 
lived in America, although many ani- 
mals roamed over the land. During 
the late Ice Age a bridge of land 
connected America with Asia, where 
the Bering Strait now separates them. 

The first Indians probably wan- 
dered over this bridge from Asia, in 
search of animals for food. The first 
groups of Indian probably moved into 
America more than 20,000 years ago. 

Archaeologists have found traces 
of early men in caves in the Western 
United States. Some stone tools found 
by archaeologists probably date back 
U) 15,000B.C. For thousandsof years, 
the Indians lived by hunting. 

Many animals that are now extinct 
lived in America at that time. They 
included the giant sloth, the mam- 
moth and the mastodon. The Indians 
learned how to raise com, beans, po- 
tatoes, squash and other plants. 

With farming, the land could sup- 
port more people, and they did not 
have to spend so much time looking 
for food. That gave them more time 
to build permanent homes and lime 
for arts and crafts. They could also 
hold religious ceremonies and orga- 
nize governments. 

Then along came the white man 
whoquickly changed the Indians way 
of life. A wave of explorers and colo- 
nizers swept over America.

Talk about civil and human rights 
violations, the Indians should be at 
the top of the list, but very few Ameri- 
cans seem to care. But one thing is for 
sure. The Indian makes old Chris 
Columbus look like a Jdmny-Come- 
Lately. So this TTianksgiving remem- 
ber the Indians "they discovered 
America."

Before 
replacing a wall switch, heed these 
safely rules: 

O Never work on a live circuit, 
fixture, receptacle or switch. 

O Shut off the power to the cir- 
cuit you're working on by flipping 
the circuit breaker to off. If the cir- 
cuit has a fuse, turn off the main 
power supply. Then, remove the 
fuse that controls the circuit. 

Place tape over the main switch, 
circuit breaker or fuse »)cket and 
keep others away to avoid anyone's 
turning on the electricity by mis- 
take. 

The (mly tools needed to replace a 
wall switch, says CopperTools, a 



leading tool manufacturer, are a 
pocket knife or wire stripper and a 
small-bladed screwdriver. Begin by 
unscrewing the faceplate. Put the 
screws and faceplate aside. 

Most home switches are either 
single pole or three way. Single- 
pole switches control a light or out- 
let from a single location and have 
two screws of the same color. 
Three-way switches control a light 
or an outlet from two locations. 
They have two screws of the same 
color, usually brass colored or sil- 
ver and a common terminal screw, 
either copper colored or black. 

With a three-way switch, label 
the wire to the common terminal

screw - black or copper colored. 
Unscrew all the wires and remove 
the old switch. Attach the labeled 
wire to the common terminal screw 
of the new switch, connect the 
other wires and tighten the screws. 

The job is even easier if the 
switch is backwired. Backward 
switches have slots that release the 
wires, when the blade of a screw- 
driver is inserted into the release 
slot Once the wires are free, discard 
the old switch. Strip the wires, us- 
ing the gauge on the back of the re- 
placement switch as a guide, and 
slip the stripped wires into the ter- 
minal holes in the back. 

To replace an ordinary single-pole 
switch, unhook the wires and re- 
move the old switch. Loop the 
stripped wire ends clockwise around 
the terminal screws on the replace- 
ment switch. Tighten the screws to 
tighten the connection. 

Reattach the faceplate and tighten 
those screws. Restore the power, 
flip the switch and admire your 
handywoik.

Wallpapering steps 
as simple as 1-2-3 



Central lighting system: homeowner determines 
which lights are on or off throughout the entire house 



An easy way to give a room an 
entirely new look is to add wall- 
paper. "Installing wallpaper is 
not as difficult as you think. 
Once you establish your own 
style of hanging, it gets easier 
and easier," said Stephanie Wray. 
a design center spec^ist. 

First check the condition of 
walls to determine if you can pa- 
per over existing paint or cover- 
ing, or if you need to remove or 
prime before you begin. 

Clean painted surfaces with a 
solution of bleach and water dien 
prime wall with wallpaper primer 
before hanging new paper. The 
importance of primer is two-fold: 
wallpaper adheres better when 
placed over primer, and if you 
choose to hang new paper later, 
the primer also makes it much 
simpler to remove the old. 

Plaster walls, as 

found in homes constructed 
30 years ago (most newer homes 
have wallboard), present a special 
problem. If you do have plaster, 
you will find it's a temperamen- 
tal material and when subjected to 
the stress of removing old wall- 
paper or paint, may crumble and 
fall away firom the wall leaving 
gaps holes. If possible, choose to 
sand and prime instead of remov- 
ing old paper. 

After cleaning and priming, 
gather tools such as a wallpaper 
brush, bin for water, several drop- 
cloths and towels, wallpaper, 
level or plumb line, pencil, pallet 
or putty knife, razor knife, 
straight edge and a ladder and step 
stool. 

To determine the number of 
rolls needed, measure the height 
and width of the area, multiply 
these two figures then divide by 
the square footage listed on the 
roll. This number will be the 
number of double rolls needed for 
that wall. And make sure to care- 
fully check those seemingly low 
prices for nAh. When comparing 
prices, be sure to note whether 
the price is for a double or single 
rollofp^)er. 

When buying paper, ensure 
that all rolls purchased have the 
same lot or run number. Rolls 
purchased from a different color 
lot or run may not match exactly. 

Pre-pasted vinyl is the easiest 
wallpaper to work with. But if 
you choose to use paper without 
glue, simply roll out the paper 
on a dropcloth and spread glue 
with a wallf»per glue brush. 

Measure paper on 

the wall, not the floor. 
Unroll against the wall, hold 
putty knife against the wall and 
paper. Cut above the putty knife 
leaving three or four inches of 
wallpaper at both the top and bot- 
tom. 
After cutting, roll the sheet 



paste side and place in water bin. 
Slowly unroll the paper through 
the water ensuring that all areas 
are damp. Fold one end toward 
the middle of the sheet so that the 
paste sides are touching. Fold the 
other end toward the middle also - 
this process is called booking. 
And it's important to lightly fold 
so a crease is not visible in the 
paper. Now allow the paper to 
expand and sit the stated amount 
of time on the roll so the paste 
becomes sticky. This could vary 
from 30 seconds to five minutes 
depending on manufacturer in- 
structions. 

After waiting a few minutes, 
it's time to hang the first piece. 
Start in the center of the wall, 
leaving the bottom part folded 
and stick the top section to the 
wall. Brush from the inside out 
to smooth paste, then unfold the 
bottom and brush smooth. 

Lightly run the wallpaper 
smoothing brush across the paper 
before cutting, to ensure all air 
bubbles have been smoothed, re- 
membering to pay special atten- 
tion to the seams. Use a suxiight 
edge as a guide when cutting 
along the top and bottom. 

Follow the same process of 
subsequent sheets, making sure 
to butt the edges of wallpaper to- 
gether without overiapping. A 
note of warning: if patterns have 
to be matched, there will be some 
loss of paper depending on the 
size of the pattern repetition. 

The most important 
things to remember 

when matching seams is not to 
stretch the paper to make them 
meet. If the glue is of the right 
consistency, the wallpaper will 
slide easily making the patterns 
much easier to match. Stretched 
wallpaper may shrink when dry 
and leave gaps. After each sheet 
is hung, sponge and wash excess 
glue, especially if the glue has 
made cootact with any woodwcnlc 
wcabifleiry. 

When papCTing near outlets, al- 
low the paper to cover the outlet 
until most of the sheet has been 
smoothed. Paper around the out- 
let by from the center of the out- 
let and woiking outward. Leave a 
little exua to tuck about a quarter 
of an inch under the switchplate. 

When working .into a comer, 
fold the paper into the ccmm and 
smooth. Make a plumb line on 
the new wall close enough to 
overiap the second sheet, th^ cut 
a straight line through both 
sheets. After removing excess, 
the sheets will easily butt to- 
gether. 

Plan an entire weekend for 
your first wallpapering project, 
assuming an area no larger than 
an average sized bathroom. The 
next exercise in wallpapering 
might only take an afternoon.
